Report on 
Assessment 


On Tuesday, March 28th, Mr, S, L, Billings and I met all 
morning with Mr, J, B, Laidlaw, Chairman of the Alberta 
Assessment Equalization Board, as well as the Commissioner 
of Assessment; Mr, Cordery, Assistant Chief Provincial 
Assessor, Mr, R, L, Cross, Secretary-Member ofthe Equal- 
ization Board and Mr, Bert, Russell, the Town’s Assessor, 
The knowledge with which I went into this meeting was 
simply that our equalized assessment was going up 1,8 
million dollars for a total increase of contribution to the 
Provincial Government, taking also into consideration a 
2 mill increase from 26 mills, of $76,068,00, My assumption 
was that this increase of 1,8 million dollars was due to the 
increased land values on the 1967. assessment, With this 
in mind my argument with Mr, Laidlaw was along the lines 
of over assessment of utilities or improvements in front of 
properties which were serviced, Rather than go into con- 
siderable detail on how I lost this argument, I would like to 
refer you to the tables for the Townof St, Albert, made up by 
the Equalization Board, which was handed to me at this 


meeting, 


_ The top half of the Report 
shows the 1965 Assessment 
and Valuation on which we 
based our mill rate for 1966 
taxes and on the right-hand 
side a column indicates the 
1966 Equalized Assessment 
which is taken froin the 1965 
figures, I should state here 
that the Act says that the 
Equalized Assessment shall 
be set from the previous 
year’s Live Assessment un- 
less there has been a general 
assessment between, This 
simply means of course that 
the 1967 Equalized Assess- 
ment is based on the 1967 
Assessment figures instead 


of 1966, which it would have 


been had we not had the gen- 
eral assessment, 

You will note that the Equal- 
ized Assessment for Land in 
1966 was $2,872,271 obtained 
from an actual Live Assess- 
ment of $3,006,040, You will 
also note that Land inthe 1965 
Assessment and Valuation 
was based on 40% ofthe mark- 
et value for Live Assessment 
figures, Now let us go to the 
bottom of the Report and you 
will note that the new Live 
Assessment for Land is 
$5,931, 340, or an increase of 
$2,925,300, Almost double, as 
we could expect from the As- 
sessment Notices that have 
been mailed out, The impor- 
‘tant factor here, though, is 
the 1967 Equalized Assess- 


»-ment which is $3,443,827, or 


an increase of $571,556, While 
we have a Live Assessment 
increase of almost 100%, our 
Equalized Assessment in- 
crease is approximately 20%, 
The increased Equalized Land 
Assessment of $571,556 atthe 
new Foundation mill rate of 
28 mills will cost the Town 
$16,003, This is slightly less 
than one mill, 

The question may now come 
up as to why the buildings 
and improvements new Equal- 
ized Assessment is $1,160,681 
over the 1966 Equalized 
amount of $10,155,498, one 
must keep in mind that the 
1966 Equalized Assessment 
was based on the 1965 Live 
Assessment which figures in- 
cluded only those buildings 
and improvements construc- 
ted up to the end of 1964, 
Had we not had a general 
assessment this year, the 1967 


Equalized Assessment would 
have been based on buildings 
and improvements up to the 
year-end of 1965, However, 
because of the general asses- 
sment, two years of construc- 
tion and improvements must 
be taken into consideration, 
So the amount of $1,160,681 
represents the Equalized por- 
tion of increased improve- 
ments during 1965 and 1966, 
This is really not a prohib- 
itive amount when one takes 
into condiseration the You- 
ville Home alone, whichis now 
on the Live Assessment, at 
$418,920 for the 1967 Assess- 
ment year, There is also an 
additional $134,000 for Mono= 
mold Containers Ltd, which 
is being caught up this year 
also, 

Notwithstanding the fore- 
going, one may still be con- 
vinced that serviced 
residential land in the Town 
of St, Albert is assessed too 
highly compared to the City 
of Edmonton, What must be 
kept in mind in this regard 
is the fact that the City of 
Edmonton uses a different 
method of assessing than the 
Provincial Government As-= 
sessors who assess for the 
Town of St, Albert,, The meth- 
od in the City of Edmonton 
is called The Residual Method 
In St, Albert the improve- 
ments and property are as- 
sessed separately and then 
the two assessments are tot- 
alled for the total assess- 
ment, In the City of Edmonton 
I am given to understand that 
the total property is assessed 
and then the assessed value 
of the house is deducted from 
the total assessment and the 
remaining amount is the 
assessed value of the land, 
I was not convinced during 
the meeting that this would 
necessarily result in an equit- 
able assessment in the Town 
of St, Albert, In this regard 
Mr, Laidlaw advised me that 
he would have Mr, Bert 
Russell come to St, Albert 
and do a considerable number 
of checks by applying the 
Edmonton method and thus 
determine if the total assess- 
ment by the residual method 
applied in St, Albert would be 
approximately the same as the 
method used by the Prov- 
incial Goverment Assessors,

From the Legislature 


Hearings on the new Muni- 
cipal legislation will take 
place on Wednesday, April 
5th, Section 391, Sub-section 
(1) of the School Act, has 
been amended, This section 
read “(1) No religious in- 
struction shall be permitted 
in a school from the opening 
of school until one-half hour 
previous to its closing in the 
afternoon after which time 
any such instruction permit- 
ted or required by resolution

of Volume one, number one:

A good papar in a new 
district like St, Albert, is 
not only a good thing for the 
country but the features of 
it, 

We dont calculate to have 
only the news of the district 
end even to take the inter- 
ests of this district only be- 
cause no paper can work for 
one district and against the 
other it cannot either work 
for one provience and against 
the other because no business 
man or man in the north west 
territories can do any thiug 
without the eastern canada, 

No paper in the north west 
can be any good by taking the 
interest of one district only, 

Because we cannot do bus- 
iness in this country, witthout 
going through the whole dom= 
inion of canada, 

Evau the farmers, cannot 
get or sell any thing, without 
the Eastern canada, 
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The most of the wheat and 
oats are sent to Brittish Cole 
umbia, and the balance to Fort 
Williams and to get to the 
last place it got to go through 
the the provience of Asiniboia 
Manitoba and a part of On- 
tario, 

We expect that all ourread- 
ers will send us 50 cents 
in asnwer for a years sub- 
scription every bady aught

The paper is indipendant 
regarding the electoral bus- 
ness, We give every one his 
own right because we dont

will convey some idea of the 


extent of the British Columbia 
demand even already to say 
that this year Mr, Burns , 
the cattle and beef dealer of 
Calgary, had done a trade at 
his various agencies there ag= 
gregating $900,000, One of 
the first trains that went thro 
ugh the crow,s Nest Pass, 
after the road was taken over 
by the company, consisted of 
fifteen carloads of christmas 
poultry from Ontario, eight of 
them booked for Nelson, vir-= 
tually everything consumed by 
mau and beast in the Koot- 
enays has to be imported, 
and the miner with his $3 
and $3.50 a day consumes 
a lot and is able to pay for 
it, 

Forty years ago adventur- 
ers used to start from Walla 
Walla below spokant, travel 
through Idaho to Bonnor’s 
Ferry, and follow the valley 
of the Moyie to Wild Horse 
where three or four thousand 
inhaditants withinseven miles

I wish to reply to a letter 
which appeared on the second 
page of the March 22nd issue 
of The Gazette, The article 
was written by Robert Russell 
Liberal Candidate and entitled 
“Socred Minister Ignores 
F,U,A, Brief’’.

When Mr, Russell admits 
that he sent a note via a page 
boy to Mr, Maccagno to quest- 
ion my statement about the so- 
called Farmers’ Union Brief 


to the Alberta Cabinet, I begin 


to understand the confused 
questioning by the Liberal 
Leader after I had already 
explained why I could not 
express Government opinion 
requested by Mr, Maccagno 
concerning the Brief, 

I had already explained to 
Mr, Maccagno why this Sub- 
mission entitled ‘‘Submission 
to Provincial Cabinet on Sur= 
face Rights by the Farmers’ 
Union of Alberta’’ had not 
been presented to Cabinet, 
The Secretary ofthe Farmers 
Union called my office 
on January 13th and asked 
me to meet the three Mem- 
bers of the Oil and Gas Com- 
mittee of the F,U,A, on the 


afternoon of February Ist, 
to discuss the statement in 
the Farmers’ Union Policy 
Handbook concerning Surf- 
ace Rights, andI agreed, Then 
on January 16th, three days 
later, Cabinet held its Annual 
Meeting with the Executive of 
the Farmers’ Union and no 
reference was made to the 
Submission, One can there- 
fore appreciate my surprise 
when two weeks later a large 
group of people including a 
Mr, Doyle who they explained 
was their technical advisor 
and the writer of this Brief, 
came to my office, Mr, Doyle 
is a former employee of Mobil 
Oil who were designated by 
all the companies to construct 
the 488 mile pipeline from 
Rainbow, and he was also a 
Liberal candidate in the 1963 
Provincial Election, 

Because I had not seen this 
long Brief before and since 
Mr, Doyle wished to discuss 
each paragraph in great de= 
tail, we only managed to cover 
a portion of it in the one and 
three-quarter hours that I 
sat with them before leaving 
for Hinton, My Deputy Mine 
ister continued the discussion 
after my departure, but since 
President Babey ofthe F.U, A, 
had to leave for another app= 
ointment, the entire briefwas 
not covered, A member ofthe 
Committee, Mr, Henderson, 
requested a future meeting 
with the entire Cabinet when 
the Brief could be discussed, 
although he realized that 
Executive Council had just 
held its meeting with the F, U, 
A, less than two weeks prev= 
iously, 

While I did not go into all 
the details in the Legislature 
as to dates etc,, I did explain 
to Mr, Maccagno why the Brief 
had not been presented to 
Cabinet, Let me quote my con=- 
clusion from the taped pro« 
ceedings: 

“Well, Mr, Chairman, 
partly because of the mix-up 
of time, they only presented 
the first few pages to me and 
said they would present it to 
the whole Cabinet later, Only 
about four or five pages of it 
did I see in their presence, 


I have read the Brief since’’, 

When Robert Russell infers 
in his letter that I only got 
around to reading afew pages, 
the exact evidence I have just 
quoted demonstrates just how 
irresponsible and vicious he 
can be, 

He should check his facts 
before he writes such a 
threatening letter and he 
should be careful about send- 
ing notes into the Legislature 
to confuse the Liberal Leader 
who is trying to do a sincere 
job,

Centennial travellers might 
be interested in seeing the 
first Northwest Mounted Po- 
lice Fort site in Alberta, The 
fort was built in 1874 on a 
large island in the Oldman 
River and was named Fort 
McLeod after the colonel of 
the first police detachment 
in the West, The island was 
chosen to give natural water 
protection and the area pro- 
vided plentiful trees for build- 
ing and fuel, The present town 
of Fort McLeod is built along 
the banks of the Oldman River 
but the historic island can still 
be seen, 

Seed catalogues are arriv- 
ing and we do-it-yourself 
gardeners are busy planning 
our spring planting, While we 
do this it is interesting to 
remember that some of the 
first gardens in the West

Hudson Bay Company helped 
by selling food at the lowest 
possible prices and the Lakes 
were harvested for food, On 
one expedition two Brothers 
from the Mission returned 
with 2000 pounds of fish from 
Lac Ste, Anne, More settlers 
came, some stayed and others 
returned to the East, 

The years passed 
hardships came and went, 
St, Albert grew and prose 
pered, Finally, in 1884, St, 
Albert was surveyed as a 
Town, As we Scatter our seeds 
this spring we can do so with 
a sense of history. 

There are many reasons 
for a country to be built, If 
history is examined for the 
very basic elements for ex= 
ploration and settlement the 
outcome is usually surprising 
Canada can be said to be built 
upon codfish and iron kettles, 
Before Columbus sailed west 
in 1492; before Cartier app- 
eared in Eastern Canada; in 
1534; European Fishermen 
were coming to what are now 


Canadian waters, to fish, 
There werewhisperedstories 
of a land far to the west but 
to protect their fishing 
grounds generations of fish- 
ermen did not announce their 
discovery, Therefore, codfish 


brought the first European - 


settlers to our shores, They 
had little fraternization with 
the Indians but they did swap 
iron pots for the native furs, 
Metal objects had hitherto 
been unknown to the Indians 
so they treasured them, The 
furs were of little value in 
Europe, They were from 
strange animals and amarket 
for them did not exist, Even 
after Cartier sailed into the 
St, Lawrence the only fur 
traders were the fishermen, 
But by the beginning of the 
17th century beaver hats be- 
came the vogue in Europe and 
fur trading became a busin- 
ess, De Champlain began the 
first organized traplines, As 
the animals near shorelines 
became scarce the trappers 
followed them further into the 
wilderness and the opening 
up of Canada began, It can be 
summed up then that we are 
here because of fish, fur, pots 
and woman’s vanity, 

One of the most interesting 
Centennial projects is the ex- 
change of high school students 
from one part of Canada to 
another, This week’s salute 
goes to the success of this 
plan,
